FP Al differs from all other Latin Ameri- 

e -wntries in having been settled by 

Portuguese instead of Spaniards, and in 

having for a time been the sea ff the gov- 
* ernment of a European power. These two 

facts have been responsible for a number 

of fundamental differences between Brazil 

and the remaining Latin American states. 
The Portuguese differed but little from the 

Spaniards in their desire to find gold rather 

than to settle the country, their establish- 

ment of the big estate system, their abuse of 
the Indian, leading to his virtual extermina- 
tion, and the substitution of negro slaves to 

‘supply the necessary labor, 

They apparently lacked, however, all race 

prejudice and have intermarried with the 

negro, mixing their blood in a way the Span- 
fad never would have done. This has pre- 
vented class distinction to such an extent as 
exists in the Spanish American countries, 
pride of blood counting for less and achieve- 
ment financially counting for more. In other 
words, where in the other countries claim to 
pracy rests primarily on pureness of 
blood, in Brazil it is money which 
courts, plood and even color having little to 
90 with it. 

On the other hand, this absorption of the 
blood of an inferior race by a race such as the 
Portuguese, who are none too highly de- 
veloped- themselves, is undoubtedly responsi- 
die for many of the serious defects of the 
. Brazilian character. 


Brazil an Empire in 1815. 
When Napoleon entered Portugal in 1807 
the royal family fied . Brazil and established 
themselves there. I. 1815 Brazil was raised 
from the rank of a colony to that of an in- 
tegral part of the empire of Portugal, Brazil, 
and Alagarves, the king of Portugal, Joao 
U. becoming emperor. In 1821 the empe or 
returned to Portugal, leaving hie son as re- 
gent. 
This being about tl time at which the re. 
Maiting Latir American countries had 
achieved their independence, Brazil had no 
desiré to revert to the position cf a colony. 
As the result of this feeling in 1822 a revolu- 
Uonery movement brought about the separa- 
tien of the two countries, the regent becom- 
img the first emperor of independent Brazil. 
His son, Dom Pedro II., was the second and 
last emperor, being deposed by a practically 
peaceful revolution in 1889. which established 
A republic. J 
The rule of Joao VI. and Pedro II. consider- 
ably benefited Brazil. Joao VI. took a collec- 
tion of colonies struggling among themselves, 
and by showing them their common interest 
Gave rise to a feeling ot natgOnelity which had 
not existed previously. 
Pedro II., because of the confidence which 
de was able to inspire in Europe, secured the 
Necessary foreign loans to put Brazil on a 
Wund financial basis. He recognized the 
Steat need of communication throughout the 
§ eOuntry, so encburaged the building of rail- 
ware, both by the government and by foreign 
capital. 


Fills Need with Immigration. 

_ The greatest good done by him was his 
Wcognition of the necessity for European 
migration, which he brought about and 
*Bcouraged. Not only were Europeans urged 
„ cOme as laborers, but also as settlers. 
Through this emperor's foresight, the most 
GiMficuit of all Latin American problems 
Was solved for Brazil. 

All Latin American countries need Euro- 
Wan immigration. By some of them this 
fact is recognized; by many of them it is 
OO. Whether recognized or not, all with 
thé exception of Argentina and Brazil, do 
Ret or will not see that even the lowest type 
®f European labor is not koing to enter a 
Sourtry in which they will have to work 
der virtually feudal conditions. As for 
‘lcouraging Furopeans to come as settlers

son. 

I want to call your attention to the mag- 
nitude of the shameless crime that was com- 
mitted at the ballot boxes in Chicago at the 
last election. 


Significant Results of Recount. 
Gross irregularities in the returns result- 
ed in the establishment of a recount in some 
of the precincts. When the votes had been 
recounted the results were so significant—so 
indicative—that the recount was extended 
to cover all the votes cast. 

As a result of this recount it was conclu- 
sively shown that enough votes had been de- 
liberately stolen to place several candidates 
in office. It was found that the frauds were 
not confined to certain precincts or wards, 
but that there had been a general conspiracy 
throughout all of the different wards to make 
the election a sure thing.’

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DUBLIN STREETS 
FULL OF RIOTERS 


Five Hundred Persons Hurt 
in Renewal of Fights 
with the Police. 


LEADER’S ARREST ANGERS 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

DUBLIN, Aug. 81.—There were furious 
riots in several parts of this city today, espe- 
cially in Sackville street, where Larkin, one 
of the leaders of the tramway strikers, for 
wh-™m @ warrant was out for a seditious 
spec nh on Friday night, was arrested. 
During the fighting nearly 500 persons were 
injured and taken to fr different hospitals. 

The people began to gather in Sackville 
street in the forenoon, eager toe what 
the outcome of the police order p  aibiting 
the holding of a meeting of strikers there 
today would be. This meeting was sched- 
uled for 1 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
Larkin, who had torn up the police proclama- 
tion prohibiting the meeting during an ad- 
dress on Friday night, had declared he would 
be there,.dead or alive. 

Apart from those who were concerned in 
the present agitation, there were great num- 
bers of curious persons in the street to see 
whether Larkin would keep his word and see 
what would happen if he did. 


Larkin Keeps His Promise. 

Shortly before 1 o’olock a taxicab drew up 
in front of the Imperial hotel and a fashion- 
ably dressed young man helped an old man to 
alight. The latter was well dressed and wore 
a long beard. He seemed to be very feeble, 
and had to be assisted up the steps of the 
hotel. After entering he went into the smok- 
ing room, which faces the street, and sat 
down for a while. 

As the clock struck 1 he walked to the 
window, which he opened, and stepped in 
vigorous fashion to the baleony, from which 
he shouted to the crowd below: 

“Tam Jim Larkin. I said I would be here, 
and here I am.” 

Larkin was immediately recognized, and 
rounds of laughter and cheers greeted him. 
At this moment the Countess Markievicz, one 
of the leaders of the Sinn Fein movement and 
a daughter df one of the Sligo Unionists, 
drove up to the hotel ina hackney car and 
shouted, “ Three cheers for Larkin! ”’ 


Police Rush and Club Crowd. 

The people in other parts of the street on 
hearing the shouts of “ Larkin and the 
cheers came running to the hotel, around 
which thousands of excited people were soon 
surging. 

The police had rushed towards the hotel at 
the same time as the crowd and began to 
push the crowd back. Immediately there was 
trouble, and it was only a matter of a few 
seconds before. those persons in the front 
ranks of the crowd were dropping under the 
policemen's clubs. 

In a short time dozens of men and women 
were lying in the street, which was splashed 
with blood in many places. Others staggered 
away and tried to staunch the blood which 
was flowing from their scalps and faces. 

All this time there was « pandemonium 
of shrieks, curses, and taunts. Stones were 
fiying and several among the crowd were hit- 
ting back at the police with their fists and

canes. ** f . oe 
| The crowd, however, was unable to stand 


against the clubs which were being wielded 
ruthlessly by practiced hands and in a short 
time the people were fleeing in all directions. 

Meanwhile Larkin had been arrested. He 
made no resistance, and greeted the police 
superintendent who arrested him with the 
expression: 

It's all right; I have done what I under- 
took to do.”’ 

The curious people in the crowd, as usual, 
suffered equally with those who had gathered 
for the purpose of making trouble, as did 
also some innocent people who were unaware 


that anything untoward was going on. 


Hemmed In by the Police, 


A number of onlookers, when they saw the 
first police onslaught, stampeded in terror to 
Princesa street, opposite the hotel. The big 
posse of police stationed there promptly drew 
their batons, and the unfortunates were thus 
caught between two fires. 

Women and children ran hither and thither 
screaming et the top of their voices, while 
the men shouted, some damning the police 
anc others trying to persuade the innocent 
ones to join them in fighting, but the clubs 
swung remorselessly until the whole street 
was cleared. 

The meeting was not held, but Larkin, when 
he was r ‘moved to the police station, see. ed 
to be satisfied. 

It is worthy of note that the Imperial hotel 
is cwned by Mr. Murphy, the chairman of 
the tramway company and Larkin’s <«.uief 
antagonist in the present dispute. 


Keir Hardie to Help Strikers. 

Subsequently a meeting was held in Croy- 
don park, in the suburb of Fairview. Mr. 
O’Brien, vice president of the Dublin trades 
council, announced that Keir Hardie, the 
leading labor member of parliament, was 
coming here to help the strikers. 

The street cars, which were running with 
strikebreakers, were stoned almost every 
place they appeared, but the damage was 
not serious until late in the evening, when a 
big mob made a general attack on the cars 
and wrecked several of them. The police re- 
peatedly clubbed thé mobs,

FIGHTOVER FARE 


FATAL TO BOY 


Conductor Said to Have Pushed 
Youth to Street, Fractur- 
ing His Skull. 


MOB THREATENS DOCTOR. 


A fight over his fare on a Blue Island and 
Twenty-~-sixth street car last evening is said to 
have caused the death of 13 year old Anthony 
Rezac of 1642 South Throop street. It is 
charged the boy was hurled from the car by 
the conductor. 

According to the story told the police, An- | 
thony and three other boye—Joseph Sinak 
and John Bernard of 1321 Dightee..th street 
and James Emoues of 1325 Eighteenth street 
—had got off a Western avenue car at Twen- 
ty-sixth street on their return from an amuse- 
ment park. One of them had four transfers 
for the group. 

Three crowded Blue Island cars passed 
them, and the Rezac boy boarded the fourth 
one. The boy who had the transfers, however, 
failed to board that car and young Rezac 
explained to the conductor, refusing to pay 
his fare. Then, it is said, the conductor hurled 
the boy off the car to the pavement. 


Think Doctor “White Ghost.” 

A crowd gathered about the boy in the 
street, when Dr. E. R. Duff of 8427 South 
Western avenue drove up in his automobile 
on his way home. 

„ got out,” the physician said. and lifted 
up the boy. The large crowd seemed to think 
I was in the employ of the street car com- 
pany and was trying to kidnap the injured 
boy. 

The car on which the boy had been riding 
stopped two blocks away and backed up to 
the scene. Several other cars had come up. 
About ten street car employés were present. 

A addressed the crowd, saying I was not in 
the employ of the car company and the boy 
would receive fair play.

That dice gambling is a Violation of the 
Illinois statutes is made plain by these pro- 
visions: 


Section 126-—-Gambliing-—-Whoever ball play for 
money or other valuable thing at any game with 
cards, dice. checks, or at billiards, or with any 
other article, instrument, or thing whatsoever, 
which may be used for the purpose of playing or 
betting upon, or winning or losing money, or any 
ether thing or article of value, or shall bet on 
any game others may be playing. shall be fined 
not exceeding #100 and not less than $10. 

Section 127 Gaming House- Whoever keeps a 
common gaming house, or in any building. booth, 
yard, garden, boat, of foat, by him or his agent 
used and occupied, procures or permits any per- 
sons to frequent. or to come together to play for 
money or other valuabie thing, or knowingly rents 
any such place for such purposes, shall, upon con- 
viction, for the first offense be fined not less than 
$109. and for the second offense be fined not less 
than §500, and be confined in the county jail not 
less. than six months, and for the third offense 
shall be fined not less than $500 and be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary not less than two years nor 
more than five years. 

Prohibited by Municipal Code. 

The revised municipal code of Chicago pro- 
vides: 

Section 977 (2d paragraph)—Every person whe 
owns, keeps, maintains, manages, or conducts, 
or who is interested in owning, keeping, maintain- 
ing, managing, or conducting, any such (gambling) 
place, shail be fined not less than $25 nor more 
then $200 for each offense. 

Section No person shall deal, play, or en- 
gage in faro, roulette, or gamble for money or 
other valuable thing, or in any device or game of 
chance, hazard or skill, either as bookmaker, 
dealer, keeper, player, or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of gaming or gambling for money or other 
valuable thing, under penalty not to exceed $200 
for each offense. 


Responsibility Up to Police. 

Other sections impose penalties of from 
$25 to $200 for possessing any gambling de- 
vice, the same amounts for visitors, keep- 
ers. and runners,”’ and specify it ts the duty 
of the police to notify their superior officers 
of the exisigence of gambling places and to 
seise and destroy all gambling devices.

DEATH. TAKES FRED H, DANIELS. 


Chairman of Board of Engineers of 
United States Steel Corporation 
Dies at Summer Home. 
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Worcester, Mass., Aug. 81. — Fred H. 
Daniels, chairman of the board of engineers 
of the United States Steel corporation, chief 
engineer of the American Steel and Wire 
company, and president of the Washburn & 
Moen company, died at his home here tonight 
after an illness of about g year. 

He was 0 years old. He had been promi- 
nently identified with the development of the 
stel nidustry for forty years, and 151 pat- 
ents, many of them revolutionizing processes 
of manufacture. mark nis influence on the 
industry. 

He was one of the consulting engineers who 
designed the United States Steel corpora- 
tion’s plant at Gary, Ind., costing between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000, and served in a 
similar capacity at the erection of the Minne- 
sota Steel company’s mille at Duluth.

Americans are pushed into 
the combination street drain and sewer which 
serves as a coping for all sidewalks in Chi- 
huahua.

Suffragists Conduct Morning 
Services at Abraham 
Lineoln Center. 


PARTY LEADER PRESIDES 


Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout 
‘*Preaches’’ Most Important 
Sermon“ of Session. 


Women voters yesterday invaded the pul- 
pit. They took charge of the entire morning 
services at Abraham Lincoln center, Oak- 
wood boulevard and Langley avenue. The 
sermon was a suffrage address. The pray- 
ers were led by a suffragist. The informal 
talks from the pulpit were all designed to 
win women to the cause of suffrage. 

Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadwell of the Illi- 
nois Equal Suffrage association and the Po- 
litical Equality league opened the services 
with a prayer and presided during the entire 
session. Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout was the 
first speaker and delivered the most impor- 
tant ‘‘ sermon.” Her topic was The Woman 
Voter, Her Responsibility.“ 


Outlines Suffrage Fight. 

Outlining in brief the struggle of the women 
lobbyists in the recent Illinois general as- 
sembly to get the suffrage measure passed, 
Mrs. Trout showed the necessity of the wom- 
en granted the franchise voting: as often as 
they had an opportunity, in order that the 
world might become convinced that women 
really do want the ballot.” 

She said many people are crying for 4 
change in the double standard of morality, 
but that few realize that the double standard 
of morality always will be maintained so 
long as the double political standard exists 


Wipe Out Double Standard. 

“The double standard which says that men 
can vote and women cannot, is the standard 
primarily responsible for the double standard 
in morals.

Spanish Absorbed by Brazilians. 

The immigration from Portugal and Spain 
is continuous. These peopie on the whole pre- 
fer the citiez, so do not tend to solve the 
important problem of developing the country 
by settling it. They, however, are quickly 
absorbed by the Brazilians. 

As the northern part of Brazil is ap- 
proached the negroes become more and more 
predominant. Probably half of the 23,000,000 
people in Brazil are full blooded negroes and 
Brought in orig- 
inally as slaves fhey were not freed until 


- 1888, though in 1871 children of slaves were 


declared free and in £985 all slaves over 60 
were freed. 

Aside from the growfh of republicanism 
in Brazil, one of the causes leading to the 
abolition of slavery was that the Italian 
laborer, finding he could not compete with 
slave labor, caused disturbances in 1887 in 
the state of Sao Paulo. 

As a free man the negro is not feared, be- 
cause he is an inefficient laborer. There 
is little or no prejudice against the negro 
on the part of the Portuguese.. There is some, 
however, on the part of the Italian, while 
the Germans hate him. 


Jap Element Enters Country. 

Recently the importation of Japanese labor 
has introduced a new element in Brazil. 
Rebuffed by Chile and Argentina, Japan 
met with the greatest encouragement from 
the Brazilian government. 

So far about 12,000 Japanese have entered 
They arrive directly from Japan in Japanese

While the majority of the Itallans are 
laborers many of them own coffee planta- 
tions and others are prominent in the city 
of Sao Paulo. The Italian influence cannot, 
therefore, be ignored. 


Poreign Influence for Democracy. 

European immigration has benefited the 
country in another way besides tending ‘o 
settle it and make it prosperous. This has 
been in helping it along the road to democ- 
racy. Sao Paulo, the center of foreign influ- 
ence, has always been the leader of this 
movement. 

Prior to the abolition of slavery, it was not 
strong enough to accomplish much. While 
the emperor Pedro II. believed in abolishing 
slavery, he wished to do it gracually, and to 
compensate the owners. His daughter, Prin- 
cess Isabel, wished it done immediately. 
During the absence of the emperor in Europe, 
while regent, the princess succeeded in bring- 
ing about the complete abolition of slavery, 
but without compensation for the owners. 

This turned the powerful element which 
always had supported the monarchy and had 
been opposed to democracy into supporters 
of the republican party. At the same time a 
mumber of the higher officers of the army 
saw in republicanism opportunities which a 
monarchy did not offer. They also joined the 
movement. This led to the revolution and the 
establishment of a republic. 


Dictatorship Follows Republic. 

As seems inevitable when à republic is 
formed by people unprepared for self-gov- 
ernment, this led virtually to a dictatorship. 
However, a constitution modeled on that of 
the United States was promulgated and the 
Shurch separated from the state. 

The first two presidents were generals of 
the army and considerably abused their 
power. The first was forced to resign by a 
revolt in which the navy took the part of the 
rebels: 

The second has to face a revolt in the 
south, coupled with one of the fleet in Rio 
de Janeiro. While nominally a revolt 
against the tyranny of the president, it

The prevaliing cool: weather in the city 
made Chicago popular with residents of the 
middle western states seeking resort cli- 
mates. Thousands of persons came to Chi- 
cago for their vacation from the south and 
west, and central Illinois. 

In rainfall during the summer, Chicago led 
St. Louis, Kansas City, San Francisco, and 
New York. In August four inches of rain 
fell in this eity, while the farmers in states 
farther west hauled water miles to keep 
their stock alive. 

In general, the hottest period in Chicago 
during the summer was the latter part of 
June and early July. The temperature stayed 
well around the 90 degree mark for about two 
weeks, when it fell suddenly with a rain and 
a shift in the wind.

FACTORY PLANNING. 

An indictment that was recently drawn 
against modern society by Sir Alfred Russel 
Wallace is now redrawn by Harvard’s presi- 
dent emeritus, Dr. Charles W. Eliot. The 
civilization of the last hundred years, Dr. 
Eliot told the hygiene congress the other 
day, seems to be drifting in the direction of 
self-effacement. No other interpretation, he 
said, can be placed upon the “ reduced 
vitality of the multitudes that inhabit the 
large cities.” The size of the family, Dr. 
Wliot reminds us, has been steadily dimin- 
thing in the last century. The army of 
women who are incapacitated for bearing 
aud nursing children is increasing. 

Dr. Eliot winds up his excoriation of so- | 
ciety with a plea for “ preventive and re- 
medial measures, especially against the fac- 
tary system of today. This emphasis on the 
factory system is timely. We have heard 
much talk in recent years about city plan- 
ning.” This city planning includes, of 
gourse, also newer ideas on the building and 
distribution of shops and factories in the 
city. Still the subject of factory planning 
is important enough to warrant careful in- 

' dividual consideration. 

Industry is the main cause of slums and 
congestion in the United States. The in- 
discriminate piling up of factories in one 
section of the city without proper considera- | 
tion for home and dwelling facilities in that 
district fosters congested and insanitary 
tenements. The surest way to solve the 
tantalizing tenement problems of today is 
for the big industries to choose sites for 
their shops and factories in sections of the 
city that are spacious and roomy, and will 

permit of the building of proper homes for 
the workmen in these industries. 

In Germany this plan of cotUrdination be- 
tween factory and home planning and build- 
ing has been followed for a number of years. 
The result has been a considerable improve- 
ment in the homes and home life of the toil- 
ing masses. Similar results have been ob- 
tained in other countries in Europe where 
factory planning has been made a civic 
Father than an individual matter. The 
United States well might profit by the expe- 
rience of other countries.

ADVENTURE. 
The other day we offered a modést admir- 
ing footnote upon the wonderful life of the 

Provencal naturalist, Henri Fabre, the “ In- 
éect’s Homer,” who adventured within 
the horizon of his own cottäge garden and 
found more marvels than Marco Polo in the 
magic east. 

The wonder of life is not confined to places 
and events, is not only in hairbreadth 

"scapes, battle, tempest, and the death of 
beroes, we said tritely. It is in the mind, 
the soul of man. One man finds it in far 
archipelagoes, another in his cottage gar- 
den. 

But the lure of the long trail isn't done 
with yet, even though we are suburbanizing 
humanity pretty rapidly. There was young 
Tomlinson. He, too, had a garden in Lon- 
don, small, wet, and infertile.

BERIBERI. 


HE Japanese, in preparing fot the war 
with Russia, decided that they would 
prevent preventable disease. They 
were a small nation; Russia was a 
large one. Preventable disease was 

four times as destructive as bullets. If they 
were to preveut preventable disease and the 
Russians were to follow precedents, their 
army would be as effective as an army four 
times as great. They would whip the Rus- 
sinus by preventing preventable disease 
simple enough! 

They overlooked one disease; they classed 
beriberi asa non-preventable. Ninety-seven 
thousands of their troops had this disease. 
As a sick soldier requires another soldier to 
wait on him, that meant nearly 200,000 
troops made ineffective. 


1 — 

Beriberi is a baffling disease. It is an in- 
flammation of the nerves. As a result of the 
nerve changes, the sick person has dropsy, 
becomes weak and eventually dies. 

There is a little beriberi scattered around 
the United States, but not much. We never 
thought much about it unit we became im- 
perialistic. When we took over coolies and 
laborers of similar standards of life we took 
over beriberi. 

We put our students to work on it at once. 
Those diseases of the other fellow, his wife 
and his children, interest us greatly. -After 
beriberi we went with hammer and tongs. 
It baffled the best specialists we had. Some 
said a bacillus caused it. Others said it was 
due to a monotonous diet of rice. 

Each side could show that the other side 
was wrong,but it could not show it was right. 
The bacteria advocates showed in turn that 
each chemical in rice was incapable by its 


presence or absence of causing the disease, 
— 


Now the rice group has won. That it has 
proved its position is generally accepted. 
Beriberi is due to taking rice deprived of a 
delicate ferment present in the bran. It is 
caused, not by eating rice, but by eating pol- 
ished rice. If the rice is not polished it can 
be fed indefinitely without harm, or, if a little 
bran is added, the harm is escaped. 

If beriberi subjects, in the early stages, 
are given a little of this bran, they recover 


The denial of the right of any organiza- 
tion or class to employ the secret manipu- 
lation and coercion resorted to by the offi- 
cials and agents of the N. A. M. is simply 
an assertion that our American political 
theories mean what.they say.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY,

IR ALAN JOHNSTONE, married to 
the sister of Gifford Pinchot, and whe 
has been for some time British minis- 
ter at The Hagut, has again been 
passed over in the matter of promotion 

to an embassy; and while Sir Maurice de 
Bunsen has been appointed to succeed ‘Sir 
Fairfax Cartwright as ambassador at Vien- 
na, Sir Arthur Hardinge has been promoted 
from the legation at Lisbon to the vacant 
embassy at Madrid. 

Sir Maurice de Bunsen began his diplomatic 
career in the Unfted States as an attaché at 
Washington in 1878, and while of German 
origin, may be said to owe the start of the 
fortunes of his house to America. 

The first Bunsen, Christian Charles by 
name, and the @tandfather of Sir Maurice, 
was a young student of humble birth at the 
University of Bonn, in the most straitened 
circumstances, When by a piece of great good 
luck he was selected to serve as private tutor 
and as traveling companion to young Wil- 
nam B. Astor, son of that John Jacob Astor 
who lai@ the foundation of the great wealth 
of his family. 

The couple wandered all over Europe to- 
gether, visited Goethe, Schopenhauer, and 
Niebubr,. and when finally young Astor re- 
turned to New York Bunsen was provided for 
in a financial sense, and in the most generous 
fashion, for the remainder of his days, and 
was able afterwards to marry at Rome an 
English girl, a Miss Waddington, aunt of the 
French statesman and foreign minister of 
that name, whose American widow, daughter 
of President King of Columbia university, 
New York, is a frequent visitor to America. 


se 

At Rome, Christian Bunsen became very 
intimate with the scholarly Prussiah envoy, 
Niebuhr, who secured his appointment as 
secretary of his legation, ‘and, acquiring the 
personal friendship of the then heir apparent 
to the Prussian crown, was, on the succes- 
sion of that prince to the throne as King 
Frederick William IV., promoted to the post 
of Prussian minister plenipotentiary in Lon- 
don, and ennobled. 

His sons, George and Ernest von Bunsen, 
both distinguished themselves by their pro- 
nounced liberal views, which gave such 
offense to Prince Bismarck, that he virtually 
drove them from German official life. In- 
deed, Ernest von Bunsen resigned his posi- 
tion in the German army and diplomatic serv- 
ice and established himself in England, where 
he married Miss Elizabeth Gurney, a daugh- 
ter of the famous old Norfolkehire house of 
that name. He returned to Germany to take 
care of the sick and wounded in the war of 
1870, for which service old Emperor William 
insisted upon appointing him to be one of his 
chamberlains. 

This did not, however, prevent Ernest von 

Bunsen from having his son brought up as 
an Englishman, and Maurice, after gradu- 
ating from Oxford, entered the British diplo- 
matic service, where his promotion was rapid. 
He is married to Miss Bertha Corry, a rela- 
tive of the late Lord Rowton, and through her 
is in possession of a very comfortable for- 
tune. 
He has represented Great Britain at Madrid 
for the last seven years, with considerable 
success, and gvas one of the plenipotentiaries 
at the international congress of Algeciras, 
concerning Morocco. Moreover, he played 
a very important role as mediator in bring- 
ing about a settlement of the serious differ- 
ences between France and Spain on the sub- 
ject of their respective spheres in Morocco.

cession to the old Geld marshal's viscéunty, 
and is a cousin of the present and third 
viscount, and also of Lird Hardinge, the 
viceroy of India. He was g college friend 
of Lord Curzon, wasin aa upon Em- 
peror Nicholas when he visited India as 
cZarovitch, repeatedly acted as chargé 
d'affaires at Cairo, and was afterwards Brit- 
ish plenipotentiary at Zanzibar, whére he 
suppressed in a thoroughly Cromerlike man- 
ner a palace revolution and the attempts 
of a foreign encouraged usurper to secure 
the throne, at the same time quietly side- 
tracking intrigues with a view to foreign 
interference. 

Sir Arthur is a man of considerable stur- 
diness of character and of moral courage. 
For when Zanzibar became subject to Brit- 
ish protection and the question of the aboli- 
tion of slavery came on the tapis he in- 
sisted that the emancipation of the slaves 
should be gradual, instead of immediate, on 
the ground that otherwise the labor condi- 
tions would become impossible; that the 
suddenly fregd slaves would become worth- 
less vagabonds, and the island would de- 
generate into a desert, owing to the lack of 
cultivation. 

Of course there was a great outcry among 
the stay at homes in England against him 
for advocating the continuance of slavery 
under the British flag, and he was subjected 
to no end of abuse, petitions being even pre- 
sented to the government for his recall. 
But in the end his advice prevailed with the 
foreign and colonial departments and he was 
left by the home government to execute in 
Zanzibar the policy which he had recom- 
mended. 

On leaving Zanzibar Sir Arthur tor Sev- 
eral years was minister at Teheran, where 
he acquired an extraordinary knowledge of 
the Persian language and Persian literature. 
He is married to Mina Ellis, daughter of 
the late General Sir Arthur Ellis, who 
was so long connected with the household 
of Edward VII. | 

Five years previous to becomTM tls wit 
she had figured indirectly in a somewhat 
mysterious tragedy. For, engaged to the 
present Marquis of Queensberry’s elder 
brother, Lord Drumlanrig (lord in waiting 
to Queen Victoria, and private secretary to 
her then premier, Lord Rosebery), he was 
killed while out shooting, within a week 
of the date set for the wedding. An at- 
tempt was made to prove that his death 
was due to the accidental discharge of his 
gun, but all the evidence was in favor of 
suicide. 


Members of the I rich! Nationalist party and 
also a number of the English adherents of 
Premier Asquith are urging him to take steps 
to, secure the expulsion of Sir Edward Carson 
from the privy council, in consequence of the 
tenor of his speeches in the north of Ireland, 
inciting Ulster to resistance against the gov- 
ernment, even if necessary by force, sooner 
than submit to home rule legislation. 

While privy councilors are removable, in 
spite of the popular impression to the con- 
trary, they can only be removed by the sov- 
ereign, since they hold their office as privy 
councilors wholly at his pleasure. The mon- 
arch is at perfect liberty to strike a man’s 
name from the list of the privy council even 
if he has only given him cause for private 
offense, and though his’ public conduct is 
blameless. 

Thus, Charies Fox was on the right side of 
the law when in May, 1798, George III. de- 
prived him of his membership of the privy 
council, and Henry Grattan, who was 
stricken from the list in October of the same 
year, had also been guilty of no shortcoming 
in the eyes of the law.

ONTREAL, Aug. 31.—Jurists or Canada 
andthe United States joined today in ex- 
tending a warm greeting to Viscount 
Haldane, lord high chancellor of Great 
Britain; who redched here this morn- 
ing to address the American Bar association 
convention, which opens tomorrow.

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Want More Hospitals for Insane. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 31.—The state charities 
commission in its, annual report for the year 
1912, issued today, devotes much space urging 
radical reforms in the system of treating men- 
tal and nervous diseases. 

The commission recommends the establish- 
ment in all large centers of population of psy- 
chopathic hospitals for the care and treat- 
ment of the acute insanities where the commit- 
ment shall be purely voluntary. 

It favors the present state hospitals being 
made colonies for the strictly chronic class. 
By this plan the commission says the man in 
the first stages will seek hospital care, and a 
larger number will be cured or prevented from 
deteriorating into incurables. 

The commission says that the psycho- 
pathic hospitals should be equipped to look 
after the patient after he has gone out a 
convalescent. 

The first hospital of this character’ should 
be erected in Cook county. In this recom- 
mendation the commission follows those made 
repeatedly in recent years by it and its pred- 
escessors, the state board of charities. 

The commission also recommends that the 
study of psychiatry be made compulsory in all 
Our medical schools, so that every man or 
woman who enters the practice of medicine 
may be educated in the elementaries of nervous 
and mental affections. 

A children's bureau or department of state: 
with broad power to deal with the dependent 
comipission. ~ Classes, is recommended by the 


commission.

This interest we use to pay premiums on $2,500 
of twenty year endowment insurance and ac- 

cumulative bonds maturing in fifteen years. 
When the fifteen years are up this machine 

will turn out a round sum of 67,000, which 
added to $9,474 will leave us over $16,000. The 
interest on this at 6 per cent will give an an- 

nual income of $960. You notice I base my 
calculations on fifteen years. This is because 
that is about the time our children may want 
to go to college and the time when we will 
want to take life easier. 

How do, we live on $12 a week? We don't 
overeat, as most people do. We cook the food 
well and cook no more than will likely be 
eaten at each meal unless it can be saved for 
the next meal. We buy sparingly of expensive 
foods and sparingly of cheap ‘clothing and the 
like We pay as we go. We don't blow our- 
selves on pay day and we don't starve the day 
before, We don’t urge our «hildren to eat. 
Nature tells us when to ext. We have plenty 
and we have no dogtor bills. We plan our ex- 
penses according to our allowances,

An English sauce for grilled mackerel, and 
sometimes other fish, is made by adding to a 
butter 3 — a gooseberry pulp—gooseberries 
cooked, etened, and rubbed through a sieve. 
Srokerved’ gooseberries could be used for this 
purpose. Caper sauce is sometimes made by 
adding two tablespoonfuls of capers to a pint 
of butter sauce, but most cooks prefer to use 
the liquid in which mutton is boiled for a 
sauce, which is otherwise made like the butter 
sauce, and add the capers to this. 

MUSTARD SAUCE—Add mustard to a butter 
sauce in the proportion of one tablespoonful 
of mustard to a pint of sauce. This is good 
to serve with the little fried or grilled fish,, 
like fresh salt water herring and their fresh 
water relatives. 

PARSLEY SAUCE—Make in the same way 
as the mustard sauce by adding a heaped up 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley to a pint of 
sauce. Fennel is sometimes used instead of 
parsley.

A horseradish sauce may be made in some- 
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thing the same way, * the grated root, about 
a quarter of a pound of it, is first stewed in 
a half cup of meat stock for twenty minutes 
before it is added to the butter sauce, 

A RICH HORSERADISH SAUCE—To make 
a richer horseradish sauce ada half a. pint of 
cream and half a pint of butter sauce to the 
grated and cooked horseradish sauce, then 
thicken with a tablespoonful of bread crumbs, 
Rub through a strainer, then add the yolks 
of two eggs. Finally add a teaspoonful of 
mustard dissolved in a tablespoonful of vine- 
gar, if to taste, This is an excellent sauce, 
for those who like it, to serve with roastbeef. 

Some cooks call this sauce another white 
gauce—from bechamel—and describe it ag 
follows: 

SAUCE BLANCHE—There is very little dif- 
ference between the white sauce and the 
béchamel. A lump of butter is put into a 
saucepan on a slow fire and a large spoonful 
of flour worked into it until they are well 
mixed. Instead of milk, water is added, and 
the sauce is turned constantly with a wooden 
spoon for a quarter of an hour Until quite 
smooth, and when ready is salted and pep- 

red and improved with an extra lump of 

utter as is the béchamel. If the sauce be- 
comes uneven, a little cold water and a little 
more energy while stirring it with the spoon 
will remedy,the defects. 

The “sauce poulette of the French is some- 
times’ nothing more than a duter sauce to 
which the beaten yolk of an egg is added, then 
a little vinegar or juice of a lemon, salt, and 
pepper.
